A TAME AFFAIR. 


Special Diepatch to The Tribune. 
Wasutveton, D. C., Feb. 27.—The Electoral 


Commission held to-day what was probably its 
last public sitting. The proceedings were so 
unimportant and insignificant as to suggest the 
Down-East comparison of “the last run of 
shad.”” Commissioners and counsel seemed to 
realize that there was nothing in the South 
Carolina case worthy of attention or effort, and 
were in evident haste to get through the 
formalities preliminary to a decision. At 10 
o’clock, when the session began, two-thirds of 
the chairs reserved for lawyers were vacant, and 
the spectators’ benches were but scantily filled. 
Representatives Hurd, of Ohio, and Cochrane, of 
Pennsylvania, twoambitious young members, ap- 
peared as the Democratic objectors. They were 
unaccompanied by counsel, and did not appear 
to expect any assistance, for Hurd informed the 
Commission that he believéd no couvsel had 
deen engaged. It looked as H the shrewd and 
able lawyers who had been laboring in Tilden’s 
behalf since the trial began had 
THROWN UP THE Ae

Hurd spoke for an hour in a pleasing and sensi- 
ble manner, taking the ground that, owing to 
Democratic rifleclubs, negro militia, United 
States Marshals, Deputy-Sheriffs, and Federal 
troops, there was so much intimidation on both 
sides that a free and fair election was out of 
the question.

WILLIAM H.VANDERBILT. 


He Has Got the Eighty Millions, and Will 
Hang to Them, Having No Fear of the Un- 
questionable Legality of the Will. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nsw York, Feb. 27.—William H. Vanderbilt 
was interviewed bya Times reporter to-day. 
While inclined to reticence, he did not hesitate 
to say he intended standing by the will, and

seen fit to distribute his property among them 
according to what he deemed the best interests 
of all concerned.

CROPS AND 'HOPPERS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

FarrMont, Martin Co., Mion., Feb. 25.—We 
have had five weeks of nice warm weather,—not 
quite warm enough to start vegetation except 
timothy, which begins to look green, but warm 
enough to melt all the snow and bring out the 
frost to the depth of two or three inches. As 
we have had no rain since last fall, and as it 
freezes quite hard nights, the roads are in fine 
condition. All the farm-products of the coun- 
try that can be spared have been marketed. But 
little small grain will be sown this spring, as 
the ground is full of grasshopper eggs, though 
I hear some of our oldest farmers say they will 
sow the usual amount. The pests have been 
with us three years, and we are to have them 
this year. Most of the prairie grass in this 
country has been saved to burn tne coming 
summer, and we expect to destroy millions of 
the voung grasshoppers by fire. Some of 
our farmers are devising and making machinery 
for catching the hopp rs next summer. Men, 
boys, and women will turn out and wage a war 
of extermination when the time comes. None 
of the eggs have hatched in this latitude yet, 
but a good crop is expected. 

The dairy interests are taking the lead of all 
other branches of farming. A company has 
been formed here and will build a $2,000 cheese 
factory this spring. About $10,000 has been 
paid out for fur caught in Martin County this 
winter. 

A railroad will be built the coming summer 
from the present termiuus of the Southern Min- 
nesota Railroad, at Winnebago City, Faribault 
County, to Fairmont, Martin County. Our 
people are determined to keep up good courage, 
even if times are hard. 

Wealthy Englishmen are coming direct from 
England here and are buying up all the choice 
lake and grove farms, and are putting on extgn- 
sive improvements.

St. Petersburg. What Russia is waiting for 
is a reply to the Gorntscuaxorr circular ad- 
dressed to the Powers to ask what they pro- 
pose to do about it, and when that reply is 
received something will be done, and it wiil 
probably not be demoralization. 

The information, which seems to be en- 
tirely trustworthy, that certain fest freight 
lines are taking grain from St. Louis to New 
York at the rate of 35 cents per hundred 
pounds while exacting 40 cents per hundred 
from Chicago shippers, ought to receive im- 
mediate attention from the Board of Trade. 
This grain, we understand, is brought 
through Chicago, and the agents pay the 
Aiton & St. Louis Road 8 cents per 
hundred for bringing it here. This leaves 
the rate on the St. Louis shipments 27 cents 
from Chicago to New York, or a discrim- 
mination of 13 cents against Chicago ship- 
pers. The arrangement between the Eastern 
roads, which enables the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore Companies to cut under on through 
shipments, is accountable for this, as Chicago 
has already discovered that these roads 
are inclined to discriminate against this city 
in favor of Southwestern points. The dis- 
crimination has already gone so far, we un- 
derstand, that St.. Louis commission-men are 
writing to Chicago commission-men that 
they are in a position to fill Chicago orders, 
the difference in rates being sufficient to 
enable the St. Louis shippers to make their 
commissions on the orders over and above 
the Chicago commissions. A difference of 
five cents in freights leaves room for a very 
handsome commission. The Board of Trade 
has the power to put a stop to this out- 
rageous business by prqmpt and energetic 
action. Let there be a formal resolution. 
binding upon every member, not to ship by 
any line that discriminates against Chicago, 
and let there be a standing committee to in- 
vestigate and report the discriminations. 
Faithful adherence to this rule will soon 
bring the bulldozers to their senses.

THE NEW CIVIL-SERVICE SYSTEM. 

There is no more industrious man than an 
office-seeker. There is no more pertinacious 
man than an office-seeker. A tithe o' the 
labor, energy, perseverence, and brass that 
he employs to get an office, if applied to 
some other and honest work, would not only 
secure him a liberal living, but would lead 
him to fortune. It is strange how strong 
and wide-spread is the theory that Govern- 
ments are instituted to provide salaries and 
incomes for inaividuals, and that that Gov- 
ernment is the most beneficent which pro- 
vides places for the greatest number of 
persons, and pays them the largest salaries. 
The anxiety to enjoy this branch of the 
blessings of Government” is intense, es- 
pecially among. those who have become 
veterans in living at the public expense. 
Office-seeking is, as a general thing, but a 
genteel form of mendicancy, and those en- 
gaged in it are, with few exceptions, 
social and political dead-beats, too lazy 
or too incompetent to earn a living 
in any way requiring ability, integrity, 
and industry. Scrutinize them as a class, 
and the majority will be found to be men 


to tramp. These men with petitions, and 
letters, and certificates from ward-clubs, are 
now hanging round the State-House at Co- 
lumbus, O., and next week will be at Wash- 
ington importuning the President to give 
them official soup-tickets. 

The Republican party of the United States 
has just escaped from a general and over- 
whelming defeat. Gov. Hayes was weighted 
heavily with the frauds, dishonesty, and in- 
competency of the civil service. The great 
reproach it had to bear was the general cor- 
ruption, notonly of the civil service of the 
Government, but of the shameless system of 
appointments, which had reduced the Presi- 
dent and the chiefs of departments to the 
mere duty of office-brokers filling contracts 
made by others to deliver offices in consid- 
eration of personal services. So great and 
so confessed had this evil become that the 
Republican Convention at Cincinnati frankly 
declared : 

Under the Constitution the President and heads 
of departments are to make nominations for office; 
toe Senate is to advise and consent to appoint- 
ments, and the House of Representatives is to ac- 
cuse and prosecute faithless officers. The best in- 
terest of the public service demands that these 
distinctions be respected; that Senators and Rep- 
resentatives who may be judges and accusers 
should not dictate appointments to office. 

The mvariable rule in appointments should have 
reference to the honesty, fidelity, and capacity of 
the appuintees, giving to the party in power those 
places where harmony and vigor of administration 
require its policy to be represented, but permitting 
all others to be filled oy persons selected with sole 
reference to the efficiency of the public service, 
and the rignt of all citizens to share in the honor 
of rendering faithful service to the country. 

To this formal declaration of opinion by 
the Convention, concerning the greatest of 
all abuses in the civil service, Gov. Hares, 
in his letter of acceptance, responded : 

More than forty years ago a eystem of making 
appointments to office grew up, based upon the 
maxim To the victors belong the spoils.” The 
old rule, the true rule, that honesty, capacity, and 
fidelity, constitute the only real qualification for 


appointments, but gradually the appointing power, 
in many cases, psesed into the control of members 
of Congress. The offices in these cases have be- 
come not merely rewards for party services, but 
rewards for services to party leaders.

erate departments of the Government. I tends | 
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It is a temptation to dishonesty; it hinders and im- 
pairs that careful on and strict accounta- 
bility by which alone faithful and efficient public 
service can be secured; it obstructs the prompt re- 
moval and sure punishment of the unworthy ; in 
every way il deqrades the civil service and the char- 
acter of the Government. . . . 

It ought to be abolished. The reform should be 
thorough, radical, and complete. We should re- 
turn to the principles and practice of the founders 
of the Government, supviying by legislation, when 
needed, that which was formerly the established 
custom. They neither expected nor desired from 
the public officers any partisan service. They 
meant that the officer should be secure in his tenare 
as long as his personal character remained antar- 
nished and the performance of bis duties eatisfac- 
tory. If elected, J shall conduct the administra- 
tion of the Government upon these principles, and 
all constitational powers vested in the Execu- 
tive will be employed to establieh this reform. 

These promises and pledges of President 
Haves have but small comfort to the aver- 
age politician who is peddling petitions to be 
appointed to office. He promises that as 
President he will not recognize the right of 
any Senator or Representative to select Fed- 
eral officers, nor to control or dictgte who 
shail be appointed or removed. He has 
promised that he will exercise all the consti- 
tutional powers of the Executive to break 
up that whole system of appointments. We 
do not suppose the President has changed his 
views since he made this pledge to the coun- 
try last July. Applicants for office to him 
will therefore require something in addition 
to a petition, —something in addition to the 
recommendation of a Senator or Representa- 
tive in Congress. They will not only have 
to satisfy the President of their own fitness, 
capacity, and integrity, but will have to 
make it clear to the President that the 
men now in the office ought to be removed 
for cause other than political. The g:ntle- 
men who have petitions and papers asking 
the President to appoint them as Collectors, 
Attorneys, and Marshals in this State, will 
go prepared, therefore, to show not only 
their own qualifications according to the 
Presidential standard, but also that the pres- 
ent incumbents of those offices are not safe 
men, nor competent men, nor honest men, 
and should therefore be removed. 

The country has witnessed during the last 
year the withdrawal and retirement of the old, 
stained, filthy, disease-breeding, and ragged 
fractional currency, and the substitution 
therefor of the clean, bright, handsome sil- 
ver coin, having the ring of the true metal. 
It is time for.the Republican party, now that 
it has a President who has not only not been 
connected with machine politics, but 
was nominated and elected in defiance 
of the machine, to withdraw from public 
use, and retire from public gaze the old, 
stained, filthy, and corruption-breeding poli- 
ticians, whose very names have become 
offensive to the country, and, with a new 
President proposing a new and reformed 
system of administration, to furnish the 
country with public agents clean and bright, 
men of a modern coinage, and having the 
ring and sterling value which the President 
himself possesses. The country expects of the 
President a faithful, independent, and fear- 
less administration of the Government, and 
to aid him in this he wants new men, as free 
as himself from the old and corrupt past, 
—men who hold machine politics in con- 
tempt, and are prepared to restore the public 
service to an honest and constitutional basis. 
Professional and veteran office holders and 
seekers have nothing in sympathy with an 
Administration which ignores party services 
and services to party leaders as qualifications 
for public office 

PROPOSED NEW ARMY REGULATI ONS. 

A strong effort is now being made to in- 
duce Congress to approve the new general 
army regulations, and, as they have not 
hitherto been made public, we give below a 
summary of them ao far as they differ from 
or antagonize the existing regulations, which 
will be of special interest to army officers 
througheut the West and Northwest. These 
are not the regulations originally promul- 
gated by the Army Board which convened 
for that purpose, but those compiled by Maj.- 
Gen. Jon M. Scnomm, who has adopted 
some of the regulations recommended by 
the Board. It will only be necessary in this 
connection to notice the changes which the 
approval of Gen. Scuorrery’s regulations 
would make in those existing at present. 
The article defining the nature of the War 
Department makes the Chiefs of the several 
staff corps, departments, and bureaux of the 
army not only Chiefs of Bureaux of the War 
Department, but also Chiefs of Staff to the 
General of the Army, and they report directly 
to and act under the immediate orders of the 
General-in-Chief in all matters appertain- 
ing to the command of the army. The 
classification of the army remains unchanged. 
The duties of the General of the Army are 
enlarged. All branches of the military estab- 
lishment are under his command. The di- 
rection of all military operations and the 
supervision of all military works devolve 
upon him. He issues through the office of 
the Adjutant-General all orders relating to 
military operations, disposition of troops, 
army discipline, and all orders for ita in- 
formation or government, whether they 
originate with the General or are directed 
by the President or Secretary of War. He is 
to watch over the economy of the service in 
all its branches, and with the subordinate 
commanders must see that estimates are 
based upon proper data, and all official corre- 


spondence upon subjects of which the com- 


manding officers should have knowledge 
must be transmitted through his headquar- 
ters. The article upon Geographical Di- 
visions and Departments provides that the 
General-in-Chief shall exercise immediate 
snpervision over the Military Academy and the 
Artillery School, and that, in general, forti- 
fications under construction or extensive re- 
pairs, arsenals of construction, and ord- 
nance, quartermaster, and subsistence depots 
for the supply of a division, will be under 
the immediate control of the Division Com- 
mander. The commander of a division also 
exercises a supervision over the affairs of the 
departments under his control, and presides 
over the Board composed of the senior of. 
ficers of engineers, ordnance, and artillery 
serving in the division, for the consideration 
of all important questions of fortification 
and armament within the division, to be sub- 
mitted for the action of the General-in-Chief 
and the Secretary of War. 

The proposed regulations, as drawn up by 
Gen. Scuorrenp, have been submitted by 
Gen. Sxexmay to various officers, with a re-

the General Staff,” showing that it is both 
incongruous and incorrect, and adds signifi- 
cantly: It need hardly be added that army 
regulations, though authorized by Congress 
to be made, are properly mere executive 
rules which can have no effect to repeal or 
modify enacted law. The proposed regula- 
tions thus cannot legislate, nor can they con- 
travene in any respect, an act of Congress. 
Wherever they may conflict, with the stat- 
ute, they must necessarily be inoperative.“ 
It is evident from such opinions as these 
that if Gen. Scuorrzeun's regulations are ap- 
proved at all, they will be approved in such 
modified form that he himself will hardly 
recognize them. He appears to have run 
pell-mell against the statutes and laws, as 
many another soldier has done before him.

~ QMERRITT-OkIOUS BALDERDASH. 

It must be’ the sins of our fathers that 
have visited upon us the infliction of the 
Merzitr family in the Legislature and IIli- 
nois politics ; certainly nothing that the pres- 
ent generation in Illinois has done merits 
the punishment. We seek to bear the visi- 
tation as meekly as becomes a patient and 
long-suffering people, but there are times 
when it is so aggravating as to call for a gen- 
tle protest. When, for instance, the irre- 
pressible Mxnurrr tries to commit the Illi- 
nois Legislature to a number of mendacious 
whereases in order to have it recommend the 
Illinois members of Congress to break a sol- 
emn compact and help precipitate the na- 
tion into anarchy and revolution, Mznarrr 
becomes something worse than a nuisance, 
and deserved the summary snubbing which 
the Legislature promptly administered. We 
refer, of course, to the seventeen whereases 
and single resolution that Mrnnrrr desired 
the Legislature to indorse, setting forth in 
substance that— 

Wuersas, The Electoral Commission was 
appointed by almost a unanimous vote of the 
Democrats in Congress for the purpose of 
awarding the Presidency to Samus. J. Tu- 
DEN ; and 

Waereas, Said Commission has disap- 
pointed the Democrats by abiding by the 
forms of law and respecting the constitu- 
tional method of appointing Electors ; and 

Wuenreas, The Presidency has been award- 
ed to Rurnerrorp B. Harzs when the Dem- 
crats expected it to go to Samuzn J. IDN; 
therefore, 

Resoloed, That the Democratic members 
of Congress are not bound to abide by the 
result of the arbitration to which they 
agreed, and it is their duty to defeat it by 
revolutionary measures and violation of law, 
to the end that anarchy may lead to the 
adoption of the Mexican system in the 
United States of America. 

While this abstract of Mzzarrr’s resolu- 
tions and whereases fairly represents, no 
doubt, his own notion of the obligations of 
a contract and the parpose of arbitration, 
the great majority of the Illinois Legislature, 
including both Democrats and Republicans, 
thought differently, and kicked Mr. Mererrr 
and his resolutions out of doors without 
ceremony. We are glad that the people of 
Illinois were so promptly vindicated from 
the insinuation of bad faith, and only regret 
that the insinuation should have been made 
even in a person of such littl Mznarrt. 
Here is a verbatim sample of one of his mul- 
titudinous whereases : 

In violation of the provisions of the Constitution 
guaranteeing to every State a republican form of 
government, sending the army into the States of 
Virginia, South Carolina, Louisiana, and Florida 
without application from the Legislatures of those 
States or either of them, when the same could 
have been convened, the privileges of the elective 
franchise were wrested from the legal voters, and 
these States returned for Haves and Wants 
through the fraud and manipulation of Returning 
Boards instructed thereto and protected therein by 
the unconstitutional acts of the Federal officials 
aforesaid. 

Was there ever such a jumble of palpable 
untruth with senseless verbiage as this? 
Here the redoubtable Menarirr tells us that 
the State of Virginia was ‘‘returned for 
Hayes and Warri through the fraud and 
manipulation of the Returning Board, in- 
structed thereto and protected therein by 
the unconstitutional acts of the Federal 
Officials aforesaid”! Now the vote of Vir- 
ginia has not actually been counted yet, but 
it is generally believed that the Tub and 
Henpricses Electors were returned, and if 
the Returning Board was guilty of any 
fraud and manipulation” in that State, it 
was evidently in behalf of the Democrats. 
This only shows how very little Mxnnrrr 
knows of what he is talking about. The re- 
mainder of the allegation is almost equally 
ridiculous and altogether as untruthful. In 
all the Democratic investigations of South 
Carolina, Louisiana, and Florida, there has 
not been an intimation that any man 
was deprived of the privilege of 
voting by reason of the presence of 
troops, nor that the troops in any case 
were anywhere near the polls; if they had 
been, there would have been much less bull- 
dozing.

The presence of this 
Sergeant’s squad of soldiers for a few days 
preceding election prevented even an attempt 
at riot, and the soldiers were not at any time 
within two miles of the place where the vot- 
ing was done.

THE NEW YORK SYSTEM OF LIFE-INSUB- 

ANCE SUPERINTEN DENCE. 

There is a worse feature about the life-in- 
surance troubles than the failures of the Con- 
tinental and Security Companies, and the 
revelations of iniquity and fraud in their 
management. It is the uncertainty as, to 
which company will fail next. It is a fact, 
openly stated in all the utterances on this 
question in New York, the great centre of 
the life-insurance business of the country, 
that other companies must go down. It is 
inevitable that wide-spread alarm should be 
the consequence of such a state of affairs. 
The present number of policies now in force 
in this country ie between three-quarters of 
a million and 4 million. The reserves held 
by the companies for the protection 
of these policies amount to $400,000,000. 
The amount insured is fully equal to the 
two thousand millions of the national debt, 
if it is not more. Husbands and fathers 
have confided hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars to the life-insurance companies for the 
most sacred of trusts. This has been undoubt- 
edly abused in many cases. The indict- 
ments found against the officers of the Security 
are not more disheartening than the indict- 
ment that we must present against the 
New York system of superintendence. New 
York companies have been collecting mill- 
ions of dollars annually from the people of 
the Western and other States on the general 
supposition that the people of New York 
had thrown around the system a bulwark 
against fraud and swindling. But the con- 
duct of the State in this matter has been 
as unconscionable as its management 
of the canals and its 
heavy tribute on all the commerce that passes 
through its port. While the citizen of Chi- 
cago or the farmer in Iowa has been paying 
heavy annual premiums to some New York 
company, on the assurance that the State of 
New York superintended the companies and 
watched them closely to prevent maladmin- 
istration, the grossest frauds have been 
openly consummated. There is no pretense 
in the office of the New York Superintendent 
of Insurance to-day of any accurate know!l- 
edge how far the New York companies bave 
been worm-eaten with corruption, or how 
many more millions of dollars will be lost to 
policy-holders by the collapse of companies 
still permitied to continue. The report of 
the Receiver of the Continental Life 
stated that anything like « proper 
examination of that Company would 
have shown years ago that it was impaired. 
The expensive Insurance Department that 
New York maintained did not even see to it 
that the Continental and the Security kept 
the proper books and kept them in proper 
shape. The bookkeeper of the Continental 
testified that he had never seen a stock- 
transfer book in its office. 

In the case of the Security, the Ingurance 
Department, with its expensive Superintend- 
ent and clerks, and costly annual reports, 
could not detect the forgeries and thefts of 
the officers. Real estate was grossly over- 
valued, mortgages on it were suppressed, 
securities that had been borrowed or not paid 
for were returned among the assets, and the 
cash was swelled by entirely imaginary bank 
balances. Interest had to be paid, of course, 
on the money borrowed to buy securities 
with, and when it was disbursed it was 
entered on the books as “cash dividends 
paid policy-holders.” Nearly a thousand 
policies were omitted from the valuation 
books by the very officer who subsequently 
affixed his affidavit to the statement that they 
contained all the pulicies in force. The net 
result of the New York system to the 9,543 
policy-holders of the Security is a deficiency 
of $2,053,824. The Receiver of the Con- 
tinental estimates its impairment at $1,687,- 
000. The insurance of the Continental and 
the Security amounted to $71,796,503. The 
wreck of the Security is almost complete. 
How the policy-holders of the Continental 
will fare, cannot be told. 

If the past of insurance companies of New 
York is to give the clew to the future, that 
cannot be considered bright. In a late issue 
the Vinancia Chronicle prints a list of the 
New York life-insurance companies that have 
been wound up since 1870, and gives some 
other valuable details of the history of the 
business in that State. Out of the forty-five 
companies that have been organized in New 
York but eighteen remain, and only five of 
these are older than the Insurance act of 

i 

1853. The period of greatest prosperity in 
life insurance was during the paper pros- 
perity of the War. Thirty-two companies 
were organized since the outbreak of the 
War, and of these only eight survive. In 
the last seven years twenty-five companies 
have gone out of business, with an aggregate 
of nominal insurance of $230,000,000, much 
of which is counted over several times 
on account of successive reinsurances. The 
extent to which reinsurance has been carried 
is exemplified by the case of the National 
Capitol, which recently salivated the New 
Jersey Mutual. This devil-fish among life- 
insurance companies will have inits maw the 
American National Life, the American 
Mutual Life, the Hartford Life & Health, 
the New Jerrey Mutual, the Continental, the 
Commonwealth, the World, the Craftsmen’s, 
the Hope, the Empire Mutual, the Farmers’ 
& Mechanics’, and the American Tontine. 
It is a significant fact that of twelve com- 
panies that have gone into the business of 
reinsuring only three survive, and one of 
these is the National Capitol, which may be 
said to survive, but can scarcely be said to 
live. 

These facts make it plain enough that 
policy-holders need no longer delude them- 
selves with the ides that they get any pro- 
tection from the New York Insurance De-

NOTHING STARTLING. 

New developments in the Post-Office matter were 
scarce yesterday. The general public, having re- 
covered from the firet shock of surprise at McAr- 
thur's defalcation, did not manifest « continued 
excitement, but simply pasecd a few casual com- 
ments and went about its usual business. At the 
Post-Office Special Agent Stuart and Assistant 
Postiaaster Squiers were busied all day in looking 
overthe accounts. They found nothing to indi- 
cate that the statement of Gen. McArthur as to his 
deficit was incorrect, beyond the item of $4, 100 
already mentioned as having been deposited in the 
Home National Bank. 
This little $4,100 item will probably makea 
large amount of trouble. It has been hinted before 
that the bondsmen wonild object to having it in- 
claded in the eum total of McArthur's deficit. 
From what the bondemen say, it appears likely 
that they will ficht to have it excinded. The ban 
officers, of course, say that they have nothing to 
do with it, but there ig a strong likelihood that 
upon them alone will be thrust the responsibility 
of the deposit. In order to save themecives from 
paying this item, the bondsmen will, to all present 
appearances, hold the bank officers down to the 
most rigid construction of the law. And here is 
what the law says on the erbiect: 
Sec. 5,497, Revised Statute—Hvery banker, broker, 
or other person not an authorized depository of pablic 
moneys, who knowingly receives from any disbursing 
officer, or Collector of luternal Kevepue, or other 
agent of the United States, any public money on de- 
posit, Or by way of loan or accommodation, with or 
without luterest, or otherwiee than in payment ot a 
debt against the United States, or who uses, transfers, 
or converts, appropriates, or applies aay portion of the 
public money fur any purpose not preacr.bed by law. 
and every President. Cashier, Teller. Director, or other 
oniccr of any bank or banking association. whe violates 
any of the provisions of this section, is guilty of an act 
of embezziement of the public money so depos.ted, 
loaned. transferred, used, converted, appropriaied, or 
ea and shall be punished as prescribed in sec. 
5. K. 


The section alluded to in the last clause is the 
one prescribing punishment for a)! disbursing offi- 
cers of the Government who may use or appropri- 
ate public funds, and states that the penalty there- 
for is imprisonment for a term not less than one 
year nor more than ten years, and a fine of not 
more than the amount embezzled or less than 
$1,000, or both fine and imprisonment. This will 
make things wear a sickly aspect for the bank, if 
enforced.

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The 500 people who went to McCormick Hall last 
evening to hear Elisha Gray lecture about the Tei- 
ephone were not only amused but instructed, since 
there was almost an entire absence of technical 
terms in the Professors language, and ev- 
erybody in the andience could comprehend what 
he talked about. On the platform was a miscella - 
neous assortment of telegraphic machinery, which 
was used to illustrate his subject. Con 
in the centre was the Telephone —stxteen large and 
small boxes, connected together by wires attached 
toa magnet. In the centre of the auditorium, kept 
in position by a wire running from one gallery to 
the other, was a violin, with a magnet fastened to 
the sounding- board. 

The lectarer was introduced by Judge Caton, and 
after returning thanks for his reception, which was 
very cordial, said his subject was the force called 
„ Electricity.” Fifty years ago it was looked 
upon as something that could be used only to grati- 
fy an idle curiosity, such as producing convulsions 
in a frog’s legs or twitching the muscles of that 
more evolved animal, man. It was put to no use- 
ful purpose, perhaps, except during thunder- 
storms to intimidate bad boys. But since that 
time it had risen until to-day it was the peer, if 
not the queen, of the forces of Nature. Then it 
was a terror to the sick and afflicted; now it was 
considered a blessing and an important aid in the 
art of healing Then it was a beggar, 
knocking at the door of Congress 
for $20, 000 to demonstrate its usefulness to man- 
kind. Now, $100,000,000 could not purchase the 
interests that it had directly or indirectly de- 
veloped. Then the merchant did not know the 
price of produce outside of his town or county. 
Now he had the markets of the world at his door 
every half-hour. It would consume too much time 
and tire the patience of all to trace the progress of 
electrical science. Its present state of develop- 
ment was not due to any one man, but to a great 
many investigators, all of whom had forged a link 
inthe chain; some of more and others of less 
value. Their headaches, and hearteaches, and 
midnight oil, and, he might say, the use of their 
pocketbooks, had culmina in the grand 
system of iron nerves that ran over the 
face of the globe, and enabled us to hourly feel the 
puisations of the great heart of the world. 

Marvelous as the triumphs of electricity had 
been in the past. especially in its development of 
electric telegraphy, it still from time to time 
brought to the surface some new wonder, so that 
the constant inquiry was, What next? Lately it 
had shown a musi talent and powers of ven- 
triloguism. Much time had been required to train 
it to sing, ana a great deal of money been paid 
the teacher. Although it did not yet equal its sis- 
ter, the piano, in volume or ques of tone, it 

outrivaled it in the distance at which it could be 
heard. The transmission of sound to a distance 
was due to acoustics and electricity. It seemed to 
be a universal law thatseverything was carried by 
motion. We saw motion in life? in growth, and in 
death. There were various kinds of motion. One 
form was sound. There was a motion we saw but 
did not hear, as the waving of a hand. If the 
hand could pe made to vibrate sixteen, twenty, or 
thirty times a second, we could hear a musical 
tone. Sound was audible motion, —audible vibra- 
tion. Sixteen vibrations a second would produce a 
sound, and they could be increased to 40, 000 
second, when the sound faded out. Motion still 
existed. Perhaps it became electricity. By and 
by it became heat. 

He then alluded briefly to the propagation of 
sound waves, comparing them to the waves in the 
water when a eisthrown in. They traveled 
ordinarily at the rate of 1,100 feet a second. Some 
tones went at a higher rate, and others at a lower 
rate. When we came to electricity the rate could 
not be measured. As soon as vibration commenced 
in Milwaukee or New York the sound was heard in 
Chicago. The wave existed inthe air or in any 
media as a form-—as a shape. 

There are two kinds of sound, noise and musi- 


caltone. The former was caused 4 waves 
striking the ear irreguierly. without perio- 
dicity, as that from the street. The 


latter was brought about by regularity and periodi- 
city of movement. Forty vibrations a second was 
the lowest time of the viano as commonly con-

Continuing, the lecturer said that not only sim- 
ple bat composite tones could be transmitted simal- 
taneously over the same wire.

Another ‘development of the telephone 
was interesting in a scientific point of 
view. Prof. Bell, in his investiga- 


tions, had gone a step beyond composite tones, 
although they were embraced in it, and developed 
the transmission of vocal sounds. A spoken word 
was nothing bat vibration in some of ite small 
and conpiex forms. It was almost if not quite im- 
possible to produce a pure tone. There were over 
tones, vibrating at a higher rate, connected with 
every fundamental. A piece of string vibrated, so 
did the two halves, the four fourths, etc., of it, 
the latter being the over - tones. and giving the ele- 
ment which was called quality. Thus an E could 
be distinguished from a U. 

The instrument for transmitting vocal sound con- 
sisted of a hollow tube on one end of which was 
stretched a metal membrane with a thin iron or 
steel armature glued to it, the membrane swinging 
back and forth in the uir and Copying the voice in 
all its forms—aseaming ey motion of the 
air when a word is uttered. The word passed 
through a magnet. and at the receiving end was a 
similar membrane which was thrown into vibration 
in the same manner, and there was con uently 
audible vibration in the form of the word.
